the American and Then Beat Him 


Ends in Failure— M ajority of Events 


In Which They Compete Won by 


Men From the United States. 


London, July 22.—Melvin W. Shep­ 
pard of the Iri.th-American Athletic 
club, who took the measure of Eng­ 
land’s best distance men in th* 1,500- 
m eter run at the Olympic games just 
a week ago, scored another victory 
when he finished far in the lead in 
the 800-meter event, establishing a 
new Olympic record of 1:52% for the 
distance and continuing on to the 
halt mile, which he ran in 1:54, with 
in % of a second of C. H. Kilpat­ 
rick’s world’s record, made in iNew 
York in t&95. 
Another gold medal went to Anteri 
ca when Harry F. Porter of the Irish 
American Athletic club captured the 
nigh jump by clearing the bar at 6 
feet 3 inches and beating the Olympic 
record made by J. K. Baxter in Paris 
in 1900 of 6 feet 2% inches.

Suring himself that he wTas the winnei 
he went after the world’s record. The 
bar was placed at 6 feet 5% inches, 
just one-eighth of an inch higher than 
the record, which was made by M. 
F. Sweeney in New York in 1895, but 
ti was just a shade too much for hint. I

There was 
absolutely no interruption and from

Great Day for Americans. 
As was expected it 
was largely 
America’s day, for besides winning 
the only two events fully decided, the j 
American sprinters won the great ma­ 
jority of heats in the other events. 
While not so spectacular as the races, 
the running high jump was the most 
keenly contested event of the day. It 
started in the morning and not until , 
after 6 o’clock was Porter proclaimed 
the winner, the 
Stars and Stripes be­ 
ing run up to the masthead for the 
second time in the day. 
In his try for the world’s record, 
Porter made three attempts, blit with­ 
out success.

Alonzo Potter, his son; Mr. E J ware 
S. Clark, Stephen C. Clark and Mr. 
and Mrs. F. A. Clark. 
Mrs. Charles 
j Russell and Mrs. William Hyde, his 
; two other daughters, who are abroad, 
i have been notified. 
Death was due primarily to em­ 
bolism in the right leg, following a 
long attack of the liver aud stomach 
trouble, and the end had been fore­ 
seen for several days by the bishop’s 


Protestant Episcopal bishop of the dio­ 
cese of New York, was a native of 
Schenectady, N. Y. 
He had been the 
head of the New York diocese since 
18S7, 
succeeding his 
uncle, Bishop 
Horatio Potter. 
In addition to the 
heavy duties of the oversight of the 
largest diocese in point of population 
in the United States, Bishop Potter 
took an active part in movements of 
national importance. 
The bishop did 
much to promote more cordial rela­ 
tionship between employers and em­ 
ploye and when occasion demanded 
lent his efforts to improve the stand 
1 ard of municipal government In New 
York city.

New York, were 
brought to his attention several years 
I ago and in a sharp sermon he called 
public attention to a lax condition of 
municipal direction which resulted in 
I the overthrow of tho Tammany ad­ 
ministration and the election of Seth 
Low, president of Columbia college 
to the office of mayor. 
Bishop Potter caused a great stir 
throughout the country several years 
ago when he took part at the dedica 
tion of the subway tavern on Uieecher 
street, New York. 
A few years ago Bishop Potter mar­ 
ried Mrs. Elizabeth Scriven Clark, his 
second wife, whose summer home is 
in this city. 
Bishop Potter was the 
son of Rev. Alonzo Potter, who was 
consecrated bishop of Pennsylvania in 
1845, and was educated at the Episco­ 
pal academy in Philadelphia and the 
theological seminary in Virginia. 
He 
was ordained a priest in 1858. Bishop 
Potter wrote extensively of his travels 
abroad and was a member of many 
well known New York clubs.

Postage Stamp Gum. 
Every time a persou licks a United 
States postage stamp he gets a taste 
of sweet potato. The gum w ith which 
the stamps are backed Is made from 
that succulent vegetable lieeause Uncle 
Sam's lieutenants consider it the most 
harmless preparation of the sort. All 
of the gum used on American postage 
stamps Is mixed by the government at 
the bureau of engraving and printing, 
where the stamps are made. 
It Is 
spread on the sheets after the stamps 
have been printed. 
The gum, In a 
liquid form, Is forced up through pipes 
from the basement, where It Is made. 
These pipes lead to a series of ma­ 
chines consisting of rollers, between 
which the sheets of stamps are fed, one 
at a time. 
A continuous fine stream 
of the liquid gum falls upon one of 
these rollers. 
The sheet w ith Its wet 
coating of sweet potato mucilage passes 
from the rollers Into a long horizontal 
flue filled 
with hot air. 
When It 
emerges at the other end of the flue 
the gum Is dry.—New York Telegram.

Postage Stamp Gum. 
Every time a person licks a United 
States postage stamp he gets a taste 
of sweet potato. The gum with which 
the stamps are backed is made from 
that succulent vegetable because Uncle 
Sam’s lieutenants consider It the most 
harmless preparation of the sort. All 
of the gum used on American postage 
•tamps is mixed by the government at 
the bureau of engraving and printing, 
where the stamps are made. 
It Is 
spread on the sheets after the stamps 
have been printed. 
The gum, in a 
liquid form, is forced up through pipes 
from the basement, where it is made. 
These pipes lead to a series of ma­ 
chines consisting of rollers, between 
which the sheets of stamps are fed, one 
at a time. 
A continuous fine stream 
of the liquid gum falls upon one of 
these rollers. 
The sheet with its wet 
coating of sweet potato mucilage passes 
from the rollers into a long horizontal 
flue filled with hot air. 
When it 
emerges at the other end of the flue 
the gum is dry.—New York Telegram.

There should be 
added, for additional engineers and firemen, one-half of Mr. Morgans 
estimate or $2,025, making these items cost $6,075, instead of $4,050 
per annum. 
The principal cost item in all Steam Plants, is, of course, Fuel 
The K. W. H. cost varies at different points, and this is all brought about 
by two principal causes, the Load Factor and the delivered price of fuel. 
(The 
term Load Factor means the percentage that the average load bears to the peak 
or greatest load.) 
By referring to the curves mentioned, it will be seen that the Load Factor 
for the days covered, ran from 36 to 39% and on one day 44%. 
I beg to submit an article from the Electrical World of July 4th, 1908, show­ 
ing curves of the load at different times of the year, taken at the Central Station 
at Marion, Ind: 
On December 18th, 1907, they had a Load Factor of 51.8% and were using 
6.4 lbs. of coal per K. W. H. 
On June 6th, 
1907, the Load Factor was 56% and the coal per K. W. H. 
5.1 lbs. 
On March 20th, 1908, the Local Factor was 55% and the coal per K. W. H. 
7.7 lbs. 
The average coal consumption for the year being 6.6 lbs. per K. W. H. 
It is altogether improbable that the coal used in Marion is the cheap screen­ 
ings mentioned in Mr. Morgan’s report, but even supposing that they use 
screenings, the annual average consumption at Brainerd would be increased over 
6.6 lbs. per K. W. in the same proportion that the Load Factor in Brainerd 
and Marion bear to each other. 
The average Load Factor in Marion was 43% 
while the average Load Factor at Brainerd would not be over 30%, or say a 10% 
higher coal consumption per K. W. H. at Brainerd than at Marion, making the 
average coal consumption 7.3 lbs. per K. W. H. 
The Load Factor at Marion, on account of the extraordinary heavy day load 
is an exceptionally heavy one and it would be perfectly safe to estimate the 
Brainerd Load Factor at not over 20% instead of 30% as allowed. 
There are very few cities that have such a non-peak load as Marion and this 
was only brought about there by adding a big day load that is controlled in 
such a manner that the motor service does not interfere with the lighting load. 
In Mr. Morgan's report he estimates the coal consumption at 
4.5 lbs. per K. w. h. This estimate is, at the very least, 50% too 
low, and instead of the coal per k. w. h. costing $11,145.60 per 
annum, it would cost $16,718.40, or an added operating cost of 
$5,572.80. 
Mr. Morgan’s total operating expense is given as 
$35,100.00 
To this should be added:—Interest 5% and renewal fund 
3% on $6,000 for extra machinery............................ 
480.00 
Extra Engineer and fireman......................................... 
2,025.00 
Extra cost of coal per K. w. h............................................. 5,572.80 
Making a total (on a k. w. h. cost of 3.32 cents) of 
$43,177.80 
The distributing or cost of taking care of current in Brainerd, after it is pro­ 
duced in the switch-board, is 0.8 cent, so that the switch-board K. W. H. cost, 
after accepting all of Mr. Morgan’s figures, with the above exceptions, would be 
over 2'ic per K. W. H. 
I will refrain from criticising the small renewal or depreciation fund, viz: 
3%, and the small amount allowed for maintenance. 
The renewal fund should 
be, at least 5% and maintenance 10% . 
The best evidence for arriving at the probable cost of current 
at the Brainerd switch-board, with the use of steam power, is the 
experience of other cities in this state and I beg to submit the fol­ 
lowing list of Minnesota cities in which electric plants are being 
operated, with the k. w. h. cost at each place:

East Grand Forks 3.00 cents with electricity 
None of the above cities made any annual charge against the plant for 
maintenance or renewal. 
The original reports from these cities are here, subject to your personal in­ 
spection. 
In contrast with these costs, Brainerd now has the opportunity 
of making a long time contract at an average cost per k. w. h. of 
approximately 2V4? per K. w. h., and such a contract would elimi­ 
nate all maintenance and other operating costs which are always 
higher than any engineer ever estimated them. 


I beg to submit a newspaper clipping of a report made to the City of Alex­ 
andria, by an Electrical Engineer, on the probable value of the local plant; the 
report can be summed up by quoting the Engineer’s opening remark, “All you 
have left is the land.” 
The plant at Alexandria is now over 20 years old and is 
worthless, and Mr. Morgan’s 3% estimate would have to run 35 years before a 
fund large enough could be created to renew his proposed Steam Plant. 
It would not be a hard matter to determine the actual amount that should have 
been laid aside by the City of Brainerd each year, since it has operated its own 
lighting plant, so as to have funds enough on hand now, to replace it, and no­ 
body will question but that the present machinery has only a “junk” value. 
The conditions in Brainerd are no different than in other cities. 
No plant actually lays aside or charges off on its books, any specified annual 
amount for a sinking or reserve fund, and the problem of a new plant does not 
come up until the old one falls to pieces. 
Cases can undoubtedly be quoted where a city is operating the same Steam 
Engines and Generators that were installed 20 or 25 years ago, but if the operat­ 
ing cost is looked up, it will be found that the plant is “eating its head off.” 
I am referring, of course, to high speed, direct connected engines. 
Just a Few Remarks about Gas Producer Engines 
As previously stated, I have not been able to find one installation in this 
state, operating a Lighting or Electric Power Plant. 
If anyone would care to 
run down the Gas Producer Proposition, let him get from the makers of these 
machines, a list of the plants installed by them ten years ago, then run down 
each of these installations and it would take a “fine tooth comb” to locate them, 
unless the scrap heap were looked over. 
Five years ago the Lackawanna Steel Company of Buffalo, N. Y., installed 
6,000 H. P. in Gas Producer Engines. 
After having them in operation for a lit­ 
tle over three years, they determined to make a long time contract with the 
Niagara & Ontario Power Co. of Buffalo, N. Y. 
This company makes a rate to 
large consumers of power, of from $25.00 to $35.00 per H. P. per year, and the 
method of arriving at the H. P. used is to take the highest load demanded for 
one single minute during the day and the H. P. called for at that time would be 
the number of H. P ’s. charged for for the 24 hours. 
If Gas Producer Engines are so cheaply operated, 
why are all 
the large 
power users all over the country still installing steam? 
I have a personal report on the operating cost of Gas Producer Engines by 
Mr. A. M. Mattice of Boston, Mass. 
Mr. Mattice is an Engineer of the very 
highest standing and at one time was Chief Engineer of the Westinghouse Elec­ 
tric & Mfg. Co., and again Chief Engineer for the Allis-Chalmers Company. 
This report and all other reports mentioned are here for your personal inspection. 
In conclusion, it is well to consider my proposed delivered-cur- 
rent contract as being the only solution with an absolute know­ 
ledge of the switch-board cost of current. 
It is a plain, straightforward manner of buying anything and 
puts the City, in its lighting business, in the same relative position 
as a retail merchant. He buys goods at a certain price and sells at 
another, the difference being its margin of profit, which, minus the 
items of expense, is the net profit. 
The city of Brainerd sells current at 71/2?, less certain discounts, 
which will bring the net sale to approximately 61. Now what is 
the result? 
The current will cost on an average of about 2V4C, 
let us say this average will be......................................2.5 cts. 
The distributing cost according to Mr. Morgan’s 
figures is............................................................................ 8 
Transmission loss is not over 20%................................ .5 
The total cost is............................ 
3.8 cts. 
This leaves the city a clear profit of 2.2 cents on all the current 
it sells, or $28,600.00per annum, the only charge against this item 
being the maintenance cost of transmission lines, and service and 
meters.

We assume that the lowest annual consumption will not be less than 600,000 K. W s., but the rates mentioned above, are made on a monthly 
reading of the wattmeter and in case the annual consumption should fall below the 600,000 K. W’s, then enough will be added to the last 
month s reading in year each to bring the total up to 600,000 K. W’s. These prices are made on the assumption that your city is willing to enter 
into a contract to take the above amount of current from this company, for a period of 20 years and the same to be used for lighting and 
power purposes within the city of Brainerd only.
